6 to 8 pounds per acre. 


CROSBY’S EGYPTIAN (50 to 55 days). 
Roots flattened globe shape. Dark red; 
medium size. One of the best early varie- 
ties. Fine for bunching. 


DETROIT DARK RED (52 to 55 days). The 
most popular and probably the best of the 
main crop beet. Form, oval. Flesh, dark 
blood red. Skin, smoothe, with small tap 
roots. Extensively used by canners because 
of its good red color. A favorite beet with 
market gardeners. 


EARLY WONDER (45 to 50 days). A 
variety which has gained wide popularity 
among market gardeners.
